Just to give you 
an idea of what aie tremendous 
amount of gasoline this means, just 
remember that the flow of the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct is 20,000 miner's 
inches. A miner’s inch represents 
a steady flow of nine gallons\of wa- 
ter per minute. That would be 
180,000 gallons of water per minute 
that the aqueduct delivers. Now, if 
California's gasoline produced dur- 
ing the year 1919 was all turned 
into the aqueduct it would take the 
full flow of the big pipeline for 
thirty-five hours to deliver it. At 
retail prices its value would be more 
than ninety millions of dollars.”

A most remarkable feat of en- 
durance was recently accomplished 
over the rocky tralis of the high 
Sierras by a Gardner light four.
